The article reproduced in those col- 
umns yesterday from tho London Spec, 
tator will have been road with interest 
and satisfaction. For pungonoy and 
fearleBB outspokenness it is certainly 
ono of the boBt articles wo romcmbor 
to have seen nrjon tho subject. And 
one cannot help being impressed with 
the thought that tho home press enjoys 
a fafgroater latitude than tho colonial 
press. The- author ol such an article 
in a colony would bo in danger of pro- 
cess for high treason I In a Western 
State, ono afternoon, a lady readied the 
passenger depot of a railway just as the 
train on which sho desired to take pas- 
sage moved away. Sho was extremely 
anxious to get off by that train, but was 
left, whioh of coarse was not right. As 
sho stood guzing on tho receding train, 
her arms full of packages and hor oyos 
full ot tears, a gentleman arrived at 
the depot on a lull run, with a carpet* 
sack in his hand, bis cont ou bis arm, 
and his face streaming with perspira- 
tion—a perfect picture, in fact, of the 
"last man," und-jr peculiarly distress- 
ing circum Maiices. He, ^too, wanted to 
take the same trn ; n, but alas ! was too 
late. As he looked on the train, now 
fast moving away, he sot down his 
carpec-sack, wiped bia laco and very de- 
liberately and emphatically said: 'Damn 
that train 1" The lady beard him, and 
smiling upon him through her tears witb 
a lady's sweetness, said : " Thank you, 
sir." He had undoubtedly expressed 
her sentiments exactly, W e confess to 
occupying in st mo respects a position 
not'ahogeUier dissimilar to that of the 
lady, in regard to the article from the 
Spectator aDd the subject of which it 
treats with such boldness and ability. 
We would cot like, per 1 rps, to toll the 
British Government in such bold and 
Btrong words of its misdeeds, but we do 
so by prosy, and thank our London con- 
temporary. Wo would not daro ire 
diet such results, and advise British col- 
onists to cast off ihe yoko of an offete 
•and nnappreciativ* Government unci 
assert their inedpendonce , or seek the 
protectorate of their American cousins, 
who were driven to a similar course by 
similar treatment, about a century ago ; 
but we are greatly disposed to say to 
our contemporary, " Thank you, sir;" 
and every British colonist of any inde- 
pendence of mind, who has had the 
good fortune to read the Spectator's 
articlo, will say, "Amen." And we 
cannot bat look hopefully to the influ- 
ence certain to be exerted by the Spec- 
tator. Colonists have little to expect 
from suob papers as tho time-Berving 
Times ; but we venture to think that a 
few suoh articles as tho ono wo have 
read with so much satisfaction in the 
Spectator must arouse the English mind 
to a realization of the perilous attitude 
into which tho nation is drifting to- 
wards the Colonial Empire, and load 
to the birth of a uational party with 
tho capacity and tho will to effectively 
grapple with thiH great question, and 
avert tho disaster of disintegration. 
We have said in a previous arriclo that 
Gladstone would appear to be pre-emi- 
nently tho mun for Ireland, ilo would 
scarcely appear to be the man for the 
Colonial Empire. It may be that, al- 
though for tho nonce completely absorb- 
ed with the Irish question, be may yet 
show himself eqoal ly capable of deal- 
ing with the Colonies, If so, he must 
arouse himself betimes, shako off wliaS 
ever of Smi' h~Brigr.it Colonial infidelity 
may have adhered to him while moving 
in a poisoned atmosphere, str ke out 
boldly br Coloniul rights, and declare 
the British Empire one and indivisible 
the world o-er, The Balvatton of Ire- 
land is iudeeo a great work, everyway 
worthy the attb,t,, on of a great man. 
But the salvttion if i ne Colonial Empire 
is infinitely greater. 



cation to the Pacific. ' There is no differ- 
ence of opiDion," says our contemporary, 
' among persons competent to form an intelli- 
gent idea, of the iotar-eats involved and tho 
premng exigencies of tho case, about tho 
absolute necessity of having withont any 
dslny a direct road through Canadian torri 
tory to the Red Rivor and other regions of 
the North West. Without that, we might 
as well have allowed tho Hudson Bay Com- 
pany to retain its sway and kept our moDoy 
in tha treasury, -or spent it upon something 
olee. To dawdle, and hesitate and delay for 
even o single y> ar would be a blander equal 
to a crima. It would provo incontestably 
how little those in authority appreciated the 
situation, and how unworthy they wero to 
have the management ot concorns bo weighty 
and important " 

Af'.er pointing ouc the great facilities for 
establishing such communication by land 
and wuter, and expressing the bolief that it 
may be open tor traffic next season, our con- 
temporary turns to tha broader question, 
thus :— 

'But what ehaK we do afterwards? It is 
impossible that a mere wag«oo road cun 
compete with the rail ways now being built 
through Minnesota. Wo cannot submit to 
hove our IrafDo carried through a foreicn 
country, even ii the expense of tho round- 
about route by St. Paul were oot too greut 
10 be borne. What shall be done? Shull 
we wait to curry a road from Montroal to 
Ottawa aDd thence north of Lakes Huron 
and Snperor to Luke Winnipeg ; or shad 
we eoncect the tine water navigaiion of 
Rainy Lake ard river and Lake oi the Woods 
bv short reaches of rail with Lake Superior 
and tho Rid River. We eoy most decided- 
ly that it is in.pot-sible to wait lor the con- 
struction of the long tailway route. We are 
tar from desiring to set boonds to the enter- 
prise ol the Dominion, We bope to seo tne 
iioe ol rail complete from Halifax to New 
iVoalmineter ; but, in Ibe meuniime, it would 
De lolly lo be content with a mere wagon 
road from Fort WiUkm, which would not af- 
loid the lacilities which the settlers will im« 
perat voly demand." 

And again, ' By all means let os have the 
through railway ; hut till thut, time comis 
when the work can be pushed through, wo 
ihould be locls indeed if wt- left all the trade 
and travel of tho Red liiver to go by St, 
I'uul'e, without an effort to secure a share in 
what is ulrtody tu bo yearly reckoned by 
millions of dollars, and will speedily «well 
to far greater amount. By far tho largest 
and rnott fertile poriion of this Cootineut. 
sull unsettled, comes under the authority of 
the Dominion by the late arrangements — a 
region destined, according to I ho New Yoru 
Tribune, to be the granary of North Ameti 
eu. We must rite to tho greatness ot this 
fact, and show that we appreciate ihe extent 
.intl importance if the opportunity, and can 
act in a mnnn'-r becoming tho owners and 
administrators ol sucn u magnificent heri- 
tage" 

We quite concur in the view thut lo hesi- 
tate about establishing communication with 
the North- West will be for Canadian States- 
men to prove their nofiinesa for the respon 
nible position they occupy ; but we equally 
think that if they do not rise lo tho nectes-i'j 
of the speedy establishment of communica- 
tion to the Pacific they will prove their 
utier nctituess to be the architects of an Em- 
pire. We clip the following from another 
Canadian Exchange : 

" the Nor-Wettir and Mr Reefer (the 
latter in a letter to the Montreal Gazette) 
alike condemn the plan of a land and water 
communication to the Red River, and alike 
contend Ic u continuous rail communication 
without which we cannot reach the fertile 
bell for half of the yeai ; uod if commercial 
communication cannot be maintained, it l< 
uot likely that the political connection will 
bo vonh much. The railroad from Ot- ' 
tawa to Red River is, however, only regard- 
ed as n part ol a Pacific road, at which alone 
it could be profitable, and Mr Keefer poii U 
out that tho Intercolonial Road is » most 
unmitigated piece of lolly, unless it becomes 
part of an int .(oceanic road.

Seward, late Seo. ot State of 
tha United Stales, with a -few friondn, Billed 
from Sao Frauoisoo oo l he 13ih day ol Julj 
in the steamer Aoiiva on a cruise of explor- 
ation ard pleasure omODget tba Islaoda ol 
Ataaka. Ooe of tho most attracting objects 
of this expedition was to bo present at tbo 
total solar eclipse on tbe 7 b day of August' 
Aoohored at the mouih ol the "Ubilkhai" 
rirer, on the 6tb day of August and the 
next day ;in canoe) arrived at Professor 
Davidson's camp ol the U. S. Coaet Survey. 

The Professor gave us tho following ac-* 
count. 

The eclipse expedition of tha U. 3. Coast 
Survey left Sitka July 17th in open boat 
and canoe for Cbilkhat River. Oo account 
Ofhaavy weather wero eleven days in reach- 
ing a proper position on the river.iu lap 59° 
23', longitude 135° 53', only twenty mileB 
from central path ot totality. It was im- 
practicable to carry instruments and pro. 
visions over tha mountain range. The deter- 
mination of the latitude, longitude and mag- 
netic variation was made before the date of 
the eolipje. The 7th day of Aognst wbi 
the cloudiest day experienced iD the valley, 
but breaks in the olouds enabled the differ- 
ent pbaseB to be watchod, and the beginning 
of tba totality was accurately noted. In- 
stantly after observations tho rose colored 
flau'.oa were visible to tho unassisted eye, 
and their extent, position and elevation ap- 
proximately measured ; they were on the 
southeast and south southwest of tho eon's 
limit. The corona was viaable over part of 
tho limit only ; the whole picture was mag- 
nifloent. The eud of the eclipse was not 
seen. The phenomena of coming darkness 
and of the growiDg light were very mark- 
ed along the course of tha valloy. Governor 
Seward visited the mouth ol the Chilkhat in 
the Active, and with 'Gen. Davis, Capt 
Dall, Judgo Hastings and others ascended 
in canoes to Mr. David;on's Camp.

Huge Blazius Orbs of Fire Flying 
Through the Realms of Soace. 

rFrom tho DrltlBli Quarterly Rovlew]. 

On tho 12th of May, 1866, n grand 
conflagration, inflnitoly lurger than that 
ni London or Moscow, was announced. 
To uso the expression of n distinguished 
astronomer, a world was found to bo on 
firo. A star, whioli till then had shone 
meekly and unobtrusively in tho Corona 
BorealiB, suddenly bluzod up into a lu- 
minary of tho seoond maguitude. In 
tho oourao of tliroo days from its dis- 
covery in this new character by Mr. 
Birmingham, at Tyam, it hud declined 
to tho third or even toartu order of 
brilliancy. In twelvo days, dating from 
its first apparition in tbo Irish heavens, 
it had sunk to the eighth rank, and it 
went, on waning until tho 26th of Juno, 
when it ceased to bo discernible except 
through tho inodiain of the telescope. 
This was a remarkable, though certain- 
ly not an unprecedoutod cireuoititaiico on 
tbo part of a star ; but one singular cir- 
cuinstanco in its bulmvior was that, after a 
lapse of nearly two mouths, it began to 
blnzo up again, though not with equal ur- 
dor and after maintaining its glow for a 
few weeks and imssing through sundry 
phases of color, it gradually palod its 
Ores and returned to its fonuor insignifi- 
cance. 

How many years havo elapsed sinco 
this awful conflugration actually took 
placo it would bo presumptuous to 
guess; but it mast be remembered that 
news from the hoavens, though carried 
by tho llootest of messengers, light, roach 
us long after tbo event, has transpired, 
and that the same ooleslinl courier is 
still dropping tho tidings at each station 
it roaches in space, until it sinks ex- 
hausted by the length of its flight. Now, 
when this object was examined, as it 
was promptly and eargorly done by Pro' 
lessor Miller and Mr. Iliggins, thoy 
found to their great wonder that it 
yielded two speoios — 'the ono imposod 
npon tho othrr, though obviously inde- 
pendent. Tbero was the prismatio rib» 
bon crossed by dark lines, which bo- 
lotigo to tho auu and stars generally, 
but there was another in which fonr 
bright linos figured, and these, according 
to tho oanons of interpretation previ- 
ously mentioned, indicating that some 
luminous' gaa, or gases, was also pour- 
ing out its light f.om the surfaoo of the 
orb. , 

Two of tho lines spelled out hydrogen 
in tho spectral laugnage. What tho 
other two signified did not then appear; 
but, inasmuch as those fo'ir streaks wero 
brighter than tho rest of tho spectrum, 
the source from which thoy ca.no must 
obviously havo boon more intensely 
boated than tho underlying parts, or pho- 
tosphere, from which tho normal stollar 
light proceeded. And as tho star had 
suddenly flamed tip, was it not a natural 
supposition that it had bocomo ens 
Jfrappod in burning hydrogen, which, 
in consequence of some great convulsion, 
had boon liberated in prodigious cjnatui- 
ties, and then, combining with other 
elements, had set this hapless worlfi on 
fire ? In such a fierce conflagration tho 
combustible gas would soon be consurn* 
ed, and tho glow would, therefore, de- 
cline, subject in this case, to a second 
eruption, which oocasionod the renewed 
outburst of light ou the 20lh day ol 
August.

together with a fury which would, kindle 
the funeral pyro of tho human raco, 
and be fatal to tho planet and all the 
works that are therein. It oa uiot but 
bo a startling fact for us that in yonder 
doomed und distant world wo have, pro- 
bably, aeon in our own day a rea ization 
of too fearful picture sketched by Peter, 
''when tho heavens (or atmosphere) 
boing on lire shall be dissolved, and 
tho elements shall molt with frcvont 
heat.'' And il we regard it as tha cen- 
ter of a system, it is impossible to think 
without horror ol tho fatJ of the numer- 
ous globes around it when overwhelmed 
with this suddoo do'uuo of light and 
caloric.
